fA: oage 467 of this Volume (Dec. 21 ) we pub 
lished an account of a revival of relgion uv 
* Mo ctgomery County” in this State, Which con- 
tained several questions which appeared to us of 
great «mportance, and at the close of the account 
we requested the author to favour us with a copy 
of th answer to the queries, should he receive 
one In answer to this request, he has furnished 
us with the following letter which we lay before 
our readers.

New-York, November 22, 1822 
My prar Brerazr,—You wish me to make 
some remarks on the des¢ means of “ reviving a 
revival” 1 wesh I were capabie of it; but I can 
only give you such as Ihave. I have no doubt, 
bu’ that any revival, which we have any of us 
seen, or which has of late years been exper ienced 
by the church, mht, with the proper application 
of means put into the hands of the church for that 
end, be revived ; but that I am able to point out 
the best means I will not pretend. Id - not know 
a better way or of any more promising Means, 
to effect the object in question, than for both mi- 
nister and church, to prove God according to the 
spirit of Mal. iii. 10 “ Bring ye all the tithes into 
the store house that there may be meat im mine 
house, and prove me now herewith saith the 
Lord of hosts, if 1 will not open you the windows 
of Heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it:” and see 
if trom that day he will not bless them. Hag. ii. 
19. * fs the seed yet in the barn f-yea as yet 
the vine and the fig tree, and the pomegranate, 
and the olive tree hath not brought forth From 
this day will I bless you”? If they find, at any 
time, that the church, or even that their revival 
Wants reviving, it may be profivable ‘or them, in 
their individual, as well as in their collective ca- 
pacity, to examine themselves, whether they have 
not transgressed another command of Jesus Chris’;

The news from Europe ts of a most interesting 
character, and its bearing upon the future desti- 
nies of this country every way important. One 
hundred thousand French troops, backed by Rus. 
sia, Austria and Prussia, have, probably, ere this 


the oceans of blood which must flow, and the 
lreadful calamities which wae brings in its train 
But in the causes and probable consequences of 
‘his war there is abundant ground for rejoicing. 
It iscaused by the spirit of lught and liberty which 
is beginning to pervade Europe, arousing the 
slavish subjects, and alarming the tyrent kings. 
It is in fact a war of Kings against people,a c n- 
est between liberty and legitimacy, an issne to 
try the question whether one man or set of men 
have the right to enslave another. ‘These princi- 
ples are avowed in the gorgeous manilestoes of 
ihe different Monarchs who have united to assert 
and support the divine rights of Ferdinand im 
Spain. Those Monarchs are beginning to trem- 
ble for the security of their own prerogatives, 
and have resolved upon a mighty effort to crust 
the spirit of liberty in its birth = Such an issue 
was to be expected from the march of knowledye 
and truth. Human nature, enlightened and ani- 
mated will no longer submit to the degradation of 
slavery, and these thrones “of an hundied kings” 
with their pomp, and power, and luxury, are not 
to be resigned by the sublime personages who 
occupy them without a desp- rate struggle.

In the sitting of the Cortes on the 10th of Feb- 
ruary, Senhor Moura, observing that Portugal 
(though not named) was included in the agyres- 
sion of France “since it is not their ¢errioru, but 
principles that are the object of the insolent, hy- 
pecriuical and unjust a tempi,” proposed the ap 
pointment of a special committee to enquire in- 
to the expediency of raising un additional force to 
repel the unprincipled aggressions of F ance, and 
of identifying itself, as ina common cause with 
Spain. ‘The motion was agreed to, and the com- 
mittee appointed 

In the same sitting it was proposed to suspend 
the expedition to Bahia, and that all citizens from 
the age of 18 to 25, and qualified tor the service, 
be liable to be taken as recruits. These proposi 
tions were reserved tor further consideration, 

GERMANY. 
A private letter from Vienna, states that every 
thing tends to induce the belief that Austria will 
confine herself to the suspension of her diploma- 
tic relations with Spain, and that her commercial 
intercourse will not be interrupted. The object 
of that government in acquiescing in the projects 
of the Congress at Verona are said to relate to 
her paramou .",purpose of diverting Russia from 
her attack on the dominions of the Porte.

VERY LATE FROM ENGLAND. 
By the arrival of the packet ship, Columbia, 
Capt. Rogers, in. 27 days from Liverpuol, the edi- 
tors of the New-York Daily Advertiser have re- 
ceived London papers to the evening of the 5th, 
and Liverpoo} to the 6th of March, both inclusive. 
The affairs of Europe are assuming a more serie 
ous and interesting aspect The papers contain 
Paris dates to the 28th, and Madrid to the 22d of 
February. The session of the extraoruinary Cor- 
tes was concluded on the 15th of Feburary, and 
the last act which they passed, provided for the 
removal of the seat of government in case of ne- 
cessity from invasion, or the capital being threat- 
ened by a c—_ invasion, to Cadiz, or some 
other place of safety. As soon as the dissolution 
had taken place, the Ministers waited upon the 
King for the purpose of consulting him about the 
execution of the Decree; but he shewed a strong 
repugnance to comply with ‘heir views, or to 
make any arrangements for leaving the capital,and 
in the end he required the M_nisters to resign 
their places Upon these great agitations among 
the masonic chiefs and o'ners ensued—a crowd. 
gathered around the palace, who threatened vio- 
lence to the King, in conseq ence of the dismis- 
sal of the Ministers. After some time, the Min- 
ister of Finance who had remained with the Kings 
prevailed with him to reinstate the Ministers, by 
which tranquility was restored. 
As the history of these events is detailed in the 
Spanish articles of intelligence, we think there is 
every reason to believe, that this affair has origi- 
nated in intrigue between the French Government 
and Ferdinand. What weak prince was well 
aware, that one strong ground of interference on 
the part ot France was that the King of Spain 
was not free, and therefore his cousin Bourbon of 
France, considered it not merely an act of kind- 
ness and good neighbourhood, but of duty to m- 
terfere in his behalfi—The justification for this 
meditated outrage upon national independence 
being placed upon this footing, it became a matter 
not merely of importance, but of necessity, to es- 
tablish the fact, that the King of Spain was not 
free. Accordingly, the country being threatened 
with invasion, the Cortes could do no less than 
provide aretreat for the R yal Household in case 
they were threatened with the approaches of a 
hostile army. The decree of the Cortes for this 
object furnished him with the opportunity—nhe 
seized it, refused to aid in its execution, and dis- 
missed his ministers, This, as might have been, 
and undoubtedly was expected, produced tumults 
and threats of violence, and in the end, his Ma- 
jesty found himself under the necessity of repla- 
cing the Ministers—and this is called an act of 
force, and the London Courier, which ever since 
the dissolution of the Congress of Verona has 
gone all lengths with France and the Holy Alli- 
ance; asks—“Who will now say that the King ot 
Spain is tree, when it appears that he dare not 
even dismiss his Ministers ?” 
Threatened and and pushed as the Spanish na- 
tion now is, and goaded on to a kind of political 
madness, we should not be surprized to find them 
ere long engaged in a most sanguinary contest. 
Should the nataon be well satisfied that their King, 
whilst so loud in his professions of attachment to 
the constitution, and the freedom aad indepen. 
dence of his subjects, has been intriguing with 
the other powers to invade his dominions and re- 
store the former despotism of the government, 
ve shall look forward to scenes of violence and 
ploodshed.
